If that be all his Meaning, what 
a Deal of Needlefs Trouble has he. given 
himfelf? For no body Pretends to know 
the M:nner how Almighty Power Works, 
no more in the Refurreétion than in the Cre- 
ation of the World out of Nothing. And 
what had he to do to {pend the tar Great- 
eff Part (as you fay) of his Book upon the 
Philojophy of the Point, either how God did 
Create the Soul, or What He made it, or how 
‘He will Raife it up; together with the Bedy, 
at the Laft Day ? Can Fhilofopby tell thete 
things? And if it be Refolv’d into Revela- 
tion, ‘and ‘the Almighty Power of God, what 
has Philofopby to do in the Matter? Pil 
not trouble my Head about it. And if the 
Dotter had done fo too, his Great Beek had 
come into a very‘few Leaves, and been more 
to the Purpofe, in Confidering only what 
the Scriptures fay cf thefe things. And if 
he gives no better Anfwers to the osher 


Texts he Quwotes, than he has done to thofe’ 


you have Nam’d, he might have fav’d his 
whole Pains, for he has Confounded him- 
felf much more by it. As is Obvious to 
Every plain Country-man, like any {elf, who 
Underftands Common Sen/e, without the 
Help of any School-Learning or Philofophy. 

~ But, Adzaffery do’s he fpend all his time 
in Anfwering thofe Texts are brought a- 
gainft him?’ Do’s he not Pretend to. bring 
fome Texts on his Side ? 








(2+) Rehearf. O, Yes, Abundance. He fifh- 
es up and down, where. the Word. Soul 
is taken fometimes for the Perfon of a Man 
and fometimes in thofe things which Relate 
to the Body, as the Life, fo many Souls Pe- 
rifhed or were Kil’d 5 Hungry and Thirfly 
their Sox! fainted in them. And the like. 
And thence he Infers, That. wherever you 
meet with the word Soul in Scripture, it is 
to he taken for no more than the Life of 
the Body, or for the Body it felf. 

Country-m, He may as well Argue, That 
WE Believe no otherwife of the Sos. For 
thefe fort of Expreflions are Common with 
Us. As fuch an one is a Thirfty Soul. They 
were all Kiil’d every Soul of them. By 
which we do not mean, That the Son! can 
be a Thirft or be Kil’d; but we mean it of 
the Perfon of the Zan, who is thus Cail’d by 
his Nobleff Part. And whatever belongs 
either to the Body or the Soul, of which a 
Man is Compos’d, is Commonly faid of the 
Man. As.aMan Eats, Drinks, Sleeps, which 
we mean only of the Body. So we fay a 
Man Dies or is Mortal, we fay likewife that 
Man is Im-Mortal... Whereas we “mean the 
one of the Body, and the other of the Soul. 
Aad he that woud Argue from hence, That 
we did believe the Soul to be Mortal, or to 
be no more than the Life of the Body, woud 
be Laugbr at, (inftead of being -4n/wer'd) 
and his Jgnorance pity’d. 

-I now find what it is has Betray’d the 
Dotter into allthis Blunders. Becaufe he finds 
the Soul. fometimes taken for the Life, or 
the Body; therefor he will have it Always 
to mean fo, even when it is put in Contra- 
diftinction t the Body, or the Life of it. 
As they who can Kid the Body, but cannot 
Kill the Soul. The Body returns to the 
Earth as it was, and the Spirit to God who 
te it. Ot which Teats we have fpoke 
already.

Blamelef{s —— We are of them that Believe to 
the Saving of the Soul 
of your Faith, even the Salvation of your Souls 
And he gives his Anfwer, p. 291. That by 
Saving the Soul is meant Saving the Life. 
Aad to Prove this, he brings other Texts 
where the Soul is put for Life. 

_ Courtry-m, This is not only far Below, 
‘but Quite Contrary to the meaning of thefé 
Texts. For the Apofles were as Men 4p- 
pointed unto Death, they Carry’d the Sentence 
of Death always about them. And faid, /f 
in this Life only we have Hope, we are of all 
Men moft miferable. So that the End of their 
Faith was not the faving their Life in this 
World, as Dr. Coward wou’d have it. It is 
Contrary to their whole Profeffion, and moft 
Ridiculous. For they Expos’d their Lives 
every where for the Propagation of the Faith. 
And therefor the End of their Faith coud 
not be the faving their Lives. How cou’d 
St. Paul have faid, J defire to be Diffolved, if 
the End of his Faith was the faving his Life? 
So that tho’ the Sou/ may fometimes mean 
the Life, yet it cannot be in thefe Texrs. 
And it fhews that the Doétor only Plays and 
Jingles with Words, without minding the 
Senfe. 





(4.) Rehearf: Thus, p. 297. in AmMwer to 
that Text, Rev. vi. 9. J faw under the Altar 
the Souls of them that were Slain, he fays, / 
have freqnently made it «pear, that the word 
SIOL fignifies BODY in Scripture, and foit

Country-m, And yet (as you have told me) 
he fays the Body do’s not Rife till the Re- 
furretiion. But here he makes the Body to 
be Under the Alter. And they were Alive 
too, for it ie faid, They cried with a loud 
Voice. And they were very Afany, viz. The 
Souls (or Bodies as the Doftor will have it) 
of thens that were Slain for the word of God, 
and for the Teftimony which they held. This is 
the whole Army of Martyrs. And that from 
ghe Beginning of the World to the End of ‘it, 


or it was faid to thefe Souls, That they fhou’d 
Reft, , a fellow-Servants alfo, and their 







“Brethr fhou'd be Killed as they were, flkou'd 
be fulfilled, : 

Rehearj]. 1 will Grant the Doffer, that the 
word Soul is fomretimes us’d to Signify Body, 
as when we fay, ther were fo many Souls 
Killed in fuch a Battle. of which we have 
{poke before. But to Come nearer this Text, 
I will alfo thew, That the word Soul «is us’d 
to Exprefs even the Refurreétion of the Body, 
and of thefe very Sox/s that were under the 
Altar. For it is faid Rev. xx. 4. I faw the 
Souls of them that were Beheaded for the Wit- 
nels of Fefus, and for the werd of God—And 
they Lived and Reigned with Chrift a Thon- 
fand Years. whereby Lived is meant the 
Refurrettion of their Bodies from the Dead.

(§-) This Method cf Criticizing Upon 
Werds (in which the Doéfter fhews Excelleny 
Skill! ,Withouc Regard to the Senfe and 
Meaning, the Coberence and Drift of the Dif. 
courfe, is the moft Trifiing fort of Argument 
in the World, and what we call Logomachy 
that is, a meer Contention about Words. : 
Ther is not a Word in the World but 
may be, and is, taken in Different Senjes, 
Even the word God is Semetimes us’diito Ey. 
prefs Temporal Princes and Rulers upon Earth, 
Now if we will Force all the Texts ip Sey; 
ture where the word God is .us’d, to mean 
only Temporal Princes becaufe it is ufed fo 
fometimes, what work wou’d this make! 
Thus the Doélor ufes us as to the Word Soul 
becaufe it is taken fometimes for the Life, 
or the Body, therefor it muft Mean no o- 
therwife in any Text wherever it is found!
